JAP, PLANES 
BOMB SHIUKWAN 


Chungking, To-day. 
Japanese warplanes conducted 
bombing operations and reconnais- 
sance over a wide ‘area in Kwang-

Shiukwan, strategic Kwangtung

It is an 
ugly dilemma. If a prophet bases 
his prediction an the enlightened 
common sense of his fellows they 
are sure to let him down, for some-.
